1,10,26,34,40,53,57 can be be found in the Summary of Invention. The Summary of Invention only inlcudes almost the copy of the 
clams with the page and line number. For example, in page 6 of the Brief, the daim 1 is almost the copy of claim 1 with additional phrase 
such as : "The claimed "computer" is recited as ". Therefore, it is not a concise explanation of the subject matter defined in claim 1. Since 
no concise explanation can be found, the requrement for a concise explanation of the subject matter defined in each indepenedent claim 
referrig to the specifcation by page and line number has not been not met. Summary of Invention requires somewhat more detail than 
simply summarizing the invention, it is considered important to enable the Board to more quickly determine where the claimed subject 
matter is described in the application (see MPEP 2105.02, 1200-14). Furthermore/dependent clams 13,18,19 argued separately (see 
pages 34,37 in the brief) , but the brief failed to identify the function and failed to set forth the structure, material, or acts described in the 
specification as corresponding to each claimed function with reference to the page and line number. As to claim 28, no separate argument 
nor argument in group can be found for claim 28 (see also MPEP 1205.02).
